The  same  Is  the  case  if  too 
great  a  charge  Is  given  There  Is 
no  reason  why  the  driver  should 
ever  be  caught  on  the  road  with  a 
rundown  battery  if  he  1*  watching 
the  ammeter  carefully.

THE  first  thing  that  the  experi- 
enced motorist  looks  at  when 
impeding  a  new  ear  t«  rh*  Instru- 
ment board.  He  does  this,  almost 
Instinctively  The  reason  Is  that 
he  knows  these  instruments  are  the 
constant  companions  and  assistants 
of  the  driver  in  his  trips  about  the 
country. 

If  we  could  have,  side  by  side,  a 
series  of  pictures  of  the  instrument 
boards  of  a  car  that  has  been  on 
the  market  for  the  past  twenty 
years  it  would  tell  an  interesting 
story,  not  only  of  the  development 
of  that  particular  car.  but  of  the  in- 
dustry In  general  The  early  pic- 
tures would  show  practically  no  in- 
struments at  all  Even  the  speed- 
ometer In  those  days  was  "extra 
equipment  "  The  owner  bought  the 
speedometer  and  It  was  fastened  to 
the  windshield  bracket  with  a 
clamp  A  long  piece  of  flexible 
shaft tng  ran  down  to  a  sprocket  on 
the  right  front  steering  knuckle. 

The  early  oil  gauges  did  not  show 
the  pressure  on  the  oil  line  In- 
stead a  device  known  as  a  sight  feed 
was  employed.  This  showed  the  oil 
dropping,  one  drop  at  a  time  into 
the  line  When  the  glass  In  the 
sight  feed  became  cloudy  it  was  a 
matter  of  guesswork  as  to  whether 
the  oil  was  feeding  or  not. 

As  time  progressed  the  instru- 
ments began  to  take  no  more  of  the 
form  that  they  are  in  now.  Instead 
of  having  them  neatly  mounted 
under  a  glass  frame,  however,  they 
were  spread  In  a  line  across  the 
dashboard  frcm  left  to  right  In  the 
more  expensive  cars  where  there 
were  more  Instruments,  almost  the 
entire  dash  was  taken  up  with  am- 
meter, oil  gauge,  clock,  speed- 
ometer, voltmeter  gasoline  level 
gauge  and  other  devices.  Anyone 
will  admit  Uiat  the  arrangement 
today  is  far  more  practical  and 
good  looking. 

Anything  that  will  Induce  the 
driver  to  make  Intelligent  use  of 
the  Instruments  displayed  before 
him  is  a  very  good  thing  for  both 
the  driver  and  his  car.   It  will  save

pressure,  but  also  will  indicate  in 
most  systems  when  the  oil  level  is 
beginning  to  get  low  This  Is  gen- 
erally indicated  by  the  tendency  of 
the  gauge  to  flicker  when  the  car 
is  going  down  hill  with  the  throttle 
closed.  An  alert  driver  will  not  fall 
to  notice  this  Indication  and  heed 
its  warning  By  having  the  dial 
plainly  visible  the  chances  of  the 
driver  missing  the  signal  are  very 
small  indeed. 

The  u/es  of  the  other  instruments 
are  obvious  and  the  advantages  of 
having  them  placed  so  that  they 


can  be  readily  seen  need  not  be  fur- 
ther mentioned  A  great  improve- 
ment has  been  made  hi  the  indirect 
lighting  of  the  dash  so  that  the  in- 
struments can  be  seen  at  night  as 
well  as  in  the  day  without  having  a 
glare  In  the  eyes  of  the  driver 
Many  cars  have  a  two-way  switch, 
one  side  of  which  illuminates  the 
dials  indirectly  and  the  other  illu- 
minates the  entire  dash. 

The  mounting  of  the  light  con- 
trol on  the  steering  wheel  may  also 
be  regarded  as  a  great  Improvement 
because  It  is  possible  to  manipulate 
(he  lights  without  releasing  the 
wheel.  The  tilt-ray  light  la  used  to 
a  larger  extent  than  ever,  and  this 
makes  It  necessary  to  have  the  tilt- 
ing or  dimming  device  handy  be- 
cause when  the  rays  are  elevated 
for  long-distance  vision  there  is  a 
considerable  glare  thrown  ahead 
and  the  driver  must  be  read  v.  out 
of  consideration  for  others  on  the 
road,  to  manipulate  the  light  ao  as 
to  throw  the  rays  down  when  an- 
other car  Is  approaching 

We  now  have  another  dial  added 
to  the  others  on  the  dash.  This  1* 
the  one  which  Indicates  the  water 
temperature.  With  a  trend  toward 
low  radiator  caps,  the  heat  Indicator 
has  been  moved  to  the  dash. 
Naturally,  in  its  position  this 
gauge  has  to  be  watched  Just  as 
closely  as  it  did  when  it  was 
mounted  on  the  radiator  cap.

DETROIT.  June  b— Production  of 
automobiles  and  trucks  in  the  Unit-

The 
last  three  months  for  which  produc- 
tion figures  are  available  have  con- 
stituted new  high  records  for  all 
time,  and  each  has  turpa*«ed  ihe 
month  previous 

Some  idea  of  Uie  way  the  market 
has  absorbed  the  tremendous  pro- 
duct ion  of  automobiles  this  year 
may  be  had  from  the  record  of  new 
passenger  car  registrations  and  ex- 
port sales  for  the  first  quarter.  Do- 
mestic registrations  showed  an  in- 
crease of  49  per  cent  for  the  first 
qu_:  Urr  as  compared  with  last  year, 
and  foreign  rale*  showed  an  in- 
crease of  about  30  per  cent. 

An  accurate  check  is  unavailable 
cn  new  car  sales,  which  are  now 
showing  signs  of  improvement,  were 
slowed  up  somewhat  in  the  first  two 
weeks  owing  to  an  unusual  amount 
of  rain. 

Stocks  of  cars  in  dealers'  hands  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter 
were  low.  especially  considering  the 
high  rate  of  production  during  ihe 
first  quarter.  Surveys  of  the  situa- 
tion by  some  of  the  leading  produc- 
er! indicate  that  stocks,  including 
Ford,  al  the  end  of  the  first  quart -r 
were  about  6  per  cent  lower  than  at 
Ihe  same  period  of  1926 

Ford  slocks  are  no  doubt  much 
greater  than  at  this  time  last  year, 
but  large,  unfilled  orders  are  still  on 
the  Ford  books,  and  competitors  in 
the  low-priced  cars  continue  to  do  a 
record  business

Unlike  the  springs  now  In  gen- 
eral use.  the  leaves  on  Mr.  Netten- 
strom  s  auto  spring  are  not  pu 
through  the  centre,  nor  are 
held  together  with  a  pin  bolt 
ftead.  positive  locking  Is  achieved 
by  means  of  wedges,  which  also  keep 
the  entire  spring  tightly  In  place.

Is  this  The  wear  on  the 
spring  leaves  has  caused  the  spring 
clamps  to  loosen  up  sufficient  I  v  to 
allow  movement  of  the  springs  and 
places  an  extra  strain  on  the  centre 
pin.  which  la  only  5-1 6th*  of  an  inch 
in  diameter  In  this  condition,  an 
even  roadway,  an  extra  bump,  and 
the  pin  Is  sheared  off  The  axle 
then  1*  free  to  slip  on  the  sprlng.v 
locking  the  brakes,  and  thro* in* 
the  whole  steering  machinery  of

"The  Plymouth  rear  axle  is  an  ex- 
ample The  rear  shafts  are  forg- 
ings  of  exceptional  size  and  strength 
The  outer  ends  of  these  shafts  rest 
in  double  thrust -ataorbtnp  roller 
bearings.  By  placing  two  bearlngi 
at  these  points  rather  than  one,  the 
bearing  area  is  doubled,  and  the 
owner  of  a  Plymouth  car  is  assured 
of  longer  life  and  smoother  opera- 
tion.

A  tricky  and  dilapidated  one- 
seaier  with  a  two-cylinder  .  nuinr  a 
dash  board,  steel  rimmed  wheals 
and  all  the  other  accoutrements  de- 
manded by  the  gay  blades  of  the 
early  nineteen  hundreds,  th*  car 
bears  a  plate  dlstuctly  emblaaoned 
with  Lhe  name  "Pontlac"  and  re- 
vealing the  manufacturer  as  the 
Pontlac  Motor  Vehicle  Company 

Subsequent  investigation  at  Pon- 
tlac. Mich,,  discloses  that  such  a 
firm  had  been  organiaed  to  build 
passenger  care,  but  that  It  had  no 
connection  with  the  Pontlac  Buggy 
Company  which  later  evolved  into 
a  division  of  General  Motors. 

Prom  official  documents  and 
memories  of  old  residents  at  Pon- 
tlac. it  has  been  learned  that  the 
Pontlac  Motor  Vehicle  Company  had 
a  transitory  existence  around  1904 
or  1W*.  and  then  fell  by  the  way- 
side, like  many  a  similar  venture  at 
that  early*  date,  leaving  Mr.  Frasera 
car  an  orphan  until  It  came  out  of 
storage  to  claim  name-relationship 
with  the  present  line  of  PonUacs 

While  the  old-timer  bears  the 
mysterious  label— Model  3,  No.  99— 
It  has  been  pretty  definitely  estab- 
lished that  not  more  than  fifty  or 
sixty  cars  ever  were  built  by  the

The  Fir»t  Effort  to  Ste«r  a  Balloon 


rjY  the  vnd  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
D  tury  people  had  learned  how  to 
go  up  in  the  air  They  had  made 
balloons  and  had  gone  up  In  them 
And  the  motive  power  had  been  hot 
air  and  even  hydrogen.  But  these 
things  traveled,  of  course,  in  only- 
one  direction,  they  went  aa  the  wind 
went,  and  they  were  incapable  of 
traveling  any  other  way.  Clearly,  a 
steering  contrivance  was  essential  to 
further  progress,  for  an  airship  that 
would  travel  only  with  the  wind  was 
of  but  little  use  especially  during 
such  days  as  the  wind  blew  in  the 
direction  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  And 
so  we  haVe  n  man  named  Blanchard 
a  frenchman,  who  sweat  many

The 
reputation  the  Dominion  and  her 
business  men  enjoy  there  augurs 
well  for  the  development  of  trade 
as  conditions  In  China  become  more 
stabilised  The  early  months  of  the 
present  year  were  featured  by  ship-

In  1924  Canada  and  Australia  en- 
tered into  a  trade  agreement.
